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City council to spend six million on landfill 

It may be unsafe, opposition councillors warn

Montréal City Council approved 
$6 million last week to continue its 
environmental protection system 
at the Miron landfill, despite fears 
that the system may be unsafe. 

Most of the money is going to- 
ward the construction of a gas 
removal system, including 35 new 
wells, which will join Miron’s exist- 
ing 220 wells in sucking biogas out 
of the garbage and burning its dan- 
gerous components before setting 
it free into the air. 

Democraticcoalitioncouncillor 
Marvin Rotrand called for an inde- 
pendent environmental 

examination of the site, but was 
voted down 36-5. According to 
Rotrand, “Miron only captures 60- 
70 per cent of the gases, and 
documents indicate that the city 
has not been telling the truth about 
dangers posed to the several hun- 
dred thousand people living in the 
adjoining area." 

Pierre D’Amour, spokesperson 
for the dump site, said that “Mr. 
Rotrand has his agenda,” and lik- 
ened thesmallamountsofgas which 
escaped the system to the danger of 
a barbeque. 

“Ninety-nine per centofbiogas, 







you produce in your own body,” 
D’Amour said. "So let’s not go 
crazy. One per cent is questionable, 
organo-volatiles, in trace amounts. 
We’re talking parts per trillion. It’s 
like Star Trek.” 

But opposition councillors said 
they had serious misgivings. 

“What got our attention,” said 
Sam Boskey, independent council- 
lor, “was that a man named Luc 
Filion died at Miron. What hap- 
pened is unclear. He was employed 
by a contractor on the sight, and he 
died of biogas poisoning.” 

But according to D’Amour, 
Filion climbed into an off-limits 
well where he had dropped a tool. 
The Commission de Santé et 



SccuritéauTravailexonneratedthe 
city of all responsibility. 

“We’re not perfect,” D’Amour 
said. “Wehaveodours. But gastests 
on emissions show nada, nothing, 
nyet, nil, no emissions.” 

Montreal bought the dump site 
from Miron in the mid-’80s. 
“Miron’s system was hit and miss, 
environmentally,” said D’Amour. 
“So we redesigned it to capture as 
much gas as we could.” 

This meant installing wells of 
granite containing plastic pipes, 
which sucked biogas out of the 
waste and passed it through port- 
able flares. But a report in 1989 
declared the system unsafe, and by 
1992 the city had installed hotter 



flares to destroy the gas’ more dan- 
gerous components, known as 
organo-volatiles. 

“Our goal was to capture 1 8 000 
cubic feet per minute of gas, and 
now we’re getting 17 300,” said 
D’Amour. “Shit, we’re not that far 
off!” But 24 580 cubic feet of gas 
was still passing through the sys- 
tem each minute, which meant that 
30 per cent of it is was rising into 
the atmosphere over St. Michel. 

“That 30 per cent is a very lim- 
ited amount,” D’Amour said. 
"Other landfills, in California, New 
York and Toronto, are considered 
‘in control’, even though they only 
capture 60 to 65 per cent." 

But Rotrand said the system’s

Racists not welcome at Concordia

South African National Party 
member Allan Moore got more 
than he bargained for when he 
visited Concordia to speak. When 
he began his speech, a group of 
anti-apartheid activists jeered and 
chanted “Racists not welcome 
here!” 

Most of the thirty-five protest- 
ers who crowded the corridor of 
the seventh floor of Concordia’s 
Hall Building belonged to anti- 
apartheid organizations such as 
the Anti-Apartheid Committee, 
the Umoja-African Students Un- 
ion and the International 
Socialists. 

The talk, sponsored by the 
Concordia International Business 
Association (Cl BA) was originally 
promoted as a speech on “Invest- 
ment Opportunities in South 
Africa." The Daily has a copy of 
the original poster. At the last 
minute, the title of the speech was 
changed to “Democracy in South 
Africa." 

Hall confronted the protesters 
with a fresh poster with the new 
title, stating that the speech was 



only about democracy, and then 
denied having changed the title of 
the speech. 

A student approached him and 
asked , “ By encouraging investment 
in South Africa, do you know you 
are making a double insult on the 
second day of Montréal’s Black 
History Month?” g 

Dee Smith, president of the Car- « 
ibbean Student Union said , “It is *-> 
outrageous that they are trying to | 
cover up investment with dcmoc- 
racy,” said Dee Smith, president of “ 
the Concordia Caribbean Student £ 
Union. “If it is simply democracy, l 
why was he invited by the Interna- 
tional Business Associationand not 
by the Political Science Associa- 
tion?” 

Concordia student Nahji said he 
missed class to attend the protest. 

“They’re trying to change the 
image of South Africa to increase 
investment — and that means in- 
vestment in a government that will 
continue to oppress the people.” 

Hall initially refused to allow the 
protesters to enter the lounge, even- 
tually decided to let them come in. 
Only four other people came to the 
speech. Concordia Security warned

the students to refrain from dis- 
tributing their pamphlets entitled 
“South Africa: Don’t Invest in Rac- 
ism," threatening to call the police 
if they continued their protest. 

Moore’s speech angered many 
of the spectators. He stated that it 
was time to acknowledge that dc- 
mocracyshouldbecncouragcdand 
not discouraged in South Africa. 
But he added, “democracy would 
not eliminate the poor nor their 



problems.” Protestors interrupted 
him with chants and questions, such 
as “Do you believe in one person, 
one vote?” 

What disturbed many of the pro- 
testers was that he was insensitive to 
the historical racial problems of 
South Africa. At one point he said 
“Blacks were not slaves, but only 
servants to the F.uropean colonists 
— the Europeans were able to give 
them a touch of their culture." 



transgressions are more serious. 

In November 1991, a consult- 
ant’s report warned that some of 
the pipes had broken. When a low- 
ered video camera confirmed the 
report, “the City admitted it had 
abandoned the system,” said 
Rotrand. 

A later report by Tccsult also 
deemed the system unsafe, and rec- 
ommended the city rebuild it at a 
cost of $8 million. 

Rotrand said the cxecutivecoun- 
cilofthecityhasexpressedagreater 
interest in turning the biogas into 
electricity. 

“They want to sell electricity. 
They could be putting in invisible 
flame flares, which burn gas at the 
necessary 1000 degrees, but they 
want to try to make money first. 
Meanwhile, nothingishappening.” 
Richard Brunelle, who controls 
the project for the Montréal Citi- 
zens’ Movement (MCM,) refused 
to speak to the Daily. 

But D’Amour maintained that 
two of the invisible flame flares are 
already in operation at Miron, and 
that more would follow. “If we put 
more of those flares in now, it would 
cost an arm and a leg. h 

Kim Nguyen, an engineer at 
Morin for twelve years, recently 
complained about the system’s ef- 
ficacy. “But a sweeter report was 
given in under Nguyen’s name,” 
said Rotrand. “He got gagged by 
the city, his pay increase was taken 
away, and he was moved to Water 
Works, where he has no experience.” 
D’Amour did not want to com- 
ment on the matter, but said he did 
not find it strange that an engineer 
would be moved to work in an un- 
familiar area. “There are certain 
laws of physics and chemistry,” 
D’Amour said. “If he’s limited in 
his expertise, it’s his problem.” 
Before rising to power, theMCM 
party program called for closing 
down the environmentally danger- 
ous Miron site. “Then they decided 
to postpone theclosureuntil 1994," 
said Boskey. “And nowthcy’rc con- 
sidering leaving it open for as long 
as 15 years.”

Eva Barbara Wesolowska will 
find it hard to make ends meet 
next year. As a McGill medical 
resident at Montréal General 
Hospital, she is faced with a tui- 
tion increase of over 200 per cent, 
effective July 1 1993. 

"It will be so tight that it will 
bcimpossible/'said Wesolowska, 
a mother of two and whose hus- 
band is temporarily unemployed. 

A government directive from 
the Ministry of Education dated 
May 21st 1992 changed the fee 
structure for post-medical school 
students doing their residency in 
Quebec from a lump sum to a 
credit based system. 

McGillresidentscurrentlypay 
a tuition of approximately $ 1 200, 
but after July they will be billed 
per credit at the same rate as 
McGill undergraduates. The resi- 
dents have a 52 week academic 
year and the resulting 52 credits 
will cost them approximately 
$2600. 

International student tuition 
will increase from approximately 
$3500 to $11300. Residents 
recicvcsalaricsfromtheMinistry 
of Health ranging from $33 264 
for a first year resident to $51 796 
for residents in some six year pro- 
grams. 

Jean-Marc Robichaud of the 
Ministry of Education said “The 
increased tuition income will be 
the property of the university.” 
Each university will retain the 
right to decide on the rate per 
credit and the semester dates. 

McGill residents can expect to 
pay thistuition for up to six years. 
After medical school (which can 
be four or five years in length), 
prospective doctors must spend 
between two and six years in resi- 
dency at a hospital. 



During this time they attend 
dassesand gain experience in pa- 
tient treatmentbydoingdifferent 
rotations within thedepartments 
of the hospital. Approximately 
one quarter of residents choose 
thctwoyearfamilymcdicinepro- 
gram, and the remainder 
specialize in various other pro- 
grams of four to six years 
residency. 

. Medical residents are paid for 
their services by the hospital 
through the Ministry of Health. 
The Ministry, the Association of 
Hospitals and the Federation of 
Medical Residents of Quebec 
have been renegotiating the resi- 
dent salaries since July 1989 and 
the last pay increase became ef- 
fective January 1st of this year. 

Despite pay increases, some 
residents will find the tuition 
structurechangeandsubscquent 
fee increase a heavy burden to 
bear. 

Dr. Wesolowska was sympa- 
thetic to other residents in similar 
predicaments. “1 know I am an 
extreme case but I know many 
married residents and some also 
have children.” 

The average age of medical 
residents is 27. Although many 
are still single and able to live 
comfortably on the difference 
between tuition and salary, those 
with dependents like Dr. 
Wesolowska will find it much 
more difficult to find the extra 
tuition money. 

Wesolowska is a fourth year 
medical biochemistry resident 
with 1 .5 years left in her program 
and must pay an extra $2 1 00 over 
that time period. "The pay raise 
means little after taxes and with 
daycare, rent and car payments, 
it will becompletely impossible,” 
she said. 




Jazz bands clash with alley management

Jazz students who have been 
regular performers at the Alley are 
embroiled in a dispute with the new 
Marriot management. The issue 
exploded Thursday night when the 
Alley refused to pay thehouseband. 
Glen Chcverie, the manager of the 
Alley, sent a letter to the SSMU 
stating “the one hundred dollars 
from us is no more.” 

The jazz musicians entered into 
a verbal agreement with the Alley in 
September to play live music six 
nights per week and to be payed one 
hundred dollars for three of those 
nights. Because of this agreement, 
theSSMU has forced the Alley man- 
agement to enter into discussions 
which will concern other working 
conditions as well as payment of the 
musicians. 

The year has been filled with 
aggravation for Alley employees, 
clientele, and especially musicians 
who perform jazz music in the Alley 



six nights per week. Most of the 
critics draw stark comparisons be- 
tween this year and last. Christine 
Jenson, a piano player who per- 
forms at the Alley, criticized the 
atmosphere. 

“The Alley is understaffed this 
year, and it’s a mess — I found a 
muffin on the stage!” she said. 

Michelle Woutcrs, who went to 
the Alley Friday night to hear the 
Joel Miller Quintet, expressed the 
sentiment of many clients present. 
“We are treated abominably, not 
like at a normal bar. At 12:30 they 
turn thelights on and yell ‘get out!’" 
she said. 

But Chcverie noted that the Al- 
ley lost money last year. 

“Everyone wants to compare the 
way things arc going this year with 
the way things went last year. Sure, 
it was better last year because there 
was more money and more work- 
ers in the Alley,” he said. “But no 
one mentions that Scotts suffered a 
huge loss at the Alley last year.” 
Marriot took over management of 



the Alley in September of 1992. 

As far as efforts to improve busi- 
ness, Chcverie said he would have 
nachos at the bar beginning this 
week, (the result of a meeting with 
SSMU) but as for any larger im- 
provements, he said, “spending 
money to create money does not 
work in this situation, as last year 
proved.” 

Martijn van Galen, representing 
the jazz students at the SSMU, said 
he is looking for a positive solution 
with Chcverie, one that would suit 
both sides. He added that it is dif- 
ficult to place all of the blame for 
the recent dcvclopmentson theside 
of the management, and warned 
that doing so might aggrevate the 
situation and affect thecurrent talks 
between SSMU and management. 

As a way of keeping the Alley 
economically afloat Chcverie wants 
to diversify the entertainment. But 
students are concerned that there is 
too much emphasis on money and 
statistics and not enough about the 
cultural value of the live jazz music.

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Residence fee hike to go ahead

Last ditch attempts aimed at 
avoiding proposed residence fee 
hikes weresquandered on Monday. 
At a meeting of the Committee for 
the Coordination of Student Serv- 
ices residence sub-committee, 
administrators slashed an alterna- 
tive budget plan formulated by 
Arnold Kwok, the Students’ Society 
representative to the committee. 

Kwok’s newbudget involved cuts 
in smaller areas such as laundry 
services and window cleaning. It 
also proposed generating revenue 
by raising summer rents. 

But administrators claimed 
Kwok’s plan was unworkable, and 
refused to consider any of the sug- 
gestions made. 

“You can’t cut arbitrarily," said 
Flo Tracy, director of residence. 
“Based on years of experience we 
know what works,” she said. 

“Asking for a low increase is de- 
structive,” said Irwin Gopnik, dean 
of students. “Students arc too ideal- 
istic and reactionary.” He called 
their attempts to avoid residence 
fee hikes a “tax revolt", and said 
that the proposed increases were

too low in his opinion. 

“This 2.5 per cent increase is too 
low,” he said. “I can’t think of any- 
thing more socially irresponsible 
than opposing this low of an in- 
crease,” said Gopnik. 

The student representatives on 
the committee urged administra- 
tors to consider the proposal, and 
complained of rising costs of living 
for students. 

“It’s getting very hard for stu- 
dents to afford living in residence,” • 
said Matt Paterson, president of 
Molson Hall. “The university 
should kick in some money,” he 
said. 



Mayor hates casino — refuses to pay 

Deadlock on police funding 
for casino

Provincial and municipal gov- 
ernments are at odds over who will 
foot the bill for extra policing 
around a planned casino. 

“An additional two to six mil- 
lion will be required to counter the 
hike in crime rate,” said Peter 
Yeomans, mayor of Dorval and 
chair of the Public Security Com- 
mission. While the casino will 
employ its own personnel for se- 
curity inside the casino, the 
Montréal Urban Community 
(MUC) police will be required to 
counter problems such as loan 
sharking and prostitution taking 
place outside. 

Plans for opening the casino 
were announced by the provincial 
government in mid December. It 
will be managed by Société Casino 
du Québec which is a subsidiary of 
LotoQuébec.Thecasino, equipped 
with gambling arrangements for 
1500 people, is due to open in late 
summer. 

“Loto Québec will have to pay 
from their profits,” Yeomans said. 
"The money will not come out of 
the tax payers’ pockets.” Loto 
Québec representatives will be 
meeting soon with the MUC and 
the provincial government to de- 
cide who will foot the bill for the 
additional policing. 

Loto Québec representative 
Jean-Pierre Roy agreed the casino 
might lead to minor social difficul- 
ties. “Incidents do occur in places 
like Atlantic City and other cities 
of Europe where there are casinos. 






The committee, of six adminis- 
trators and five student 
representatives, voted against 
Kwok’s proposal. But even if the 
motion had passed, the committee 
is only an advisory committee, and 
Dean Gopnik makes the final rec- 
ommendation to Senate. 

Students expressed their frus- 
trationathavinglittlereal influence 
in budgeting matters, and said that 
they were not given enough budget 
information to be able to properly 
consider the 1993-94 residences 
budget proposed by administrators. 

“The summary of budget infor- 
mation provided is insufficient for 



We expect to reach a favourable 
decision with the authorities in the 
near future.” 

Roy was optimistic about the 
future success of the casino, and 
said it would contribute to the eco- 
nomic recovery in Montréal. “The 
tourism possibilities are immense. 
Montreal has a lot of attractions to 
offer such as shows, festivals, cul- 
tural activities and restaurants. The 
casino will be an added service to 
the community." 

The casino will directly employ 
700 people plus another 150tostaff 
the restaurants. Loto Québec ex- 
pects the Casino will pay the 
government a dividend of close to 
50 million dollars beginning in the 
first full year of operation. 

But Yeomans is skeptical about 
its impact on the communi ty. “The 



a committee like this,” said Kwok. 
“I would like a preliminary budget 
information with more detail and 
breakdown.” 

But Gopnik complained that 
detailed information costs money 
to provide and causes problems for 
the administration. 

“We can’t be put in a position 
where our accountants are getting 
micro-managed by students,” he 
said. “You have to respect profes- 
sionals and you can’t go peering 
over their shoulders because you 
will destroy morale.” 

Kwok said that this places stu- 
dents in an impossible situation. 



“Howshould werespond to this? 
On one hand, students arc being 
asked to be fiscally responsible, on 
the other hand, we are asked not to 
worry about details," he said. 

The debate over the provision of 
accurate budget information is an 
issue which has been raised by stu- 
dents in other advisory committees 
on campus. 

Student representatives on the 
Committee for the Coordination of 
Student Services (CCSS) were re- 
cently involved in a battle with 
administrators on the CCSS, in an 
attempt to receive line item budget 
information. Students on the CCSS 
are trying to avoid an increase in 
student services fees for next year. 

Last year, student representatives 
on the committee complained that 
administrators didn’t consult them 
properly, and walked out of senate 
in protest. 

Student representatives on the 
CCSS residence sub-committee are 
trying to avoid this lack of commu- 
nication. 

“If I didn’t have this counter 
proposal the committee may have 
been reduced to adopting a rubber 
stamp procedure,” said Kwok.

The Students’ Society is trying to find ways to repay their huge 
debt to McGill university. At last week’s council meeting, vp finance 
Susan Nickerson presented a new debt repayment plan. 

An auditor’s report in January revealed that the SSjMU has 
accumulated a debt of nearly $500 000 owed to McGill. 

The proposed plan will involve a $5 increase to Students’ Society 
fees, which would generate $300 000 over the next four years. The 
remainder of the debt would be generated by SSMU profits. 

Some councillors were concerned about placing the burden of 
the debt on students. • 

“Students are facing increases in tuition fees, possibly student 
services fees, and now possibly student society fees," said Robert 
Valdmanis, Senateboard rep for the Students’ Society. Henoted that,

casino is a provincial government 
scheme which is being injected into 
the people.

Not to be forgotten 



On Monday, Yitzhak Rabin, prime minister of the state of Israel, 
made a concession to the United States to take back 100 of the 
Palestinians that were expelled to a no man’s land in southern Lebanon 
on December 17. The Palestinians who have attracted worldwide 
attention and sympathy are refusing to comply. "All of us, or none of 
us” is the defiant stance they have taken. 

The decision to deport these men exposed the merciless Israeli 
regime to an onslaught of public and private condemnation which was 
long overdue. How many of us, distracted by the occupation of Kuwait 
and the incursions of the Serbs, have forgotten about the occupied 
territories of the West bank and tlie Gaza strip? 

The more than 400 Palestinians expelled from the occupied territo- 
ries were considered to be a security risk by the permanently petrified 
Israeli regime. A day before the expulsion order was issued, an "ex- 
tremist Islamic faction" known as Hamas claimed responsibility for 
killing 5 Israeli servicemen. Israel claims that the victims of the 
expulsion were members and sympathizers of Hamas. 

Those responsible for the killings should have been brought to trial 
and sentenced. But Israel ignored normal legal procedure. Instead of 
allowing these 400 men to explain the extent of their involvement, 
Israeli officials amassed “as many of the group’s members and sympa- 
thizers as possible," and deported them. 

Funny how in some instances the Israelis smugly find justification 
in legal judgments. Thursday’s decision by the Israeli High Court of 
Justice upheld the legality of the expulsion — an ephemeral boon for 
besieged Rabin. 

But Rabin has found the American pressure stressful. It dawned in 
him that the new American president may not be overly anxious to use 
his veto in the United Nations’ Security Council to prevent sanctions 
being imposed upon Israel. 

Quite likely, Rabin’s arbitrary decision to permit only 100 of the 
expellees back into Israel will get him off the hook. 

The United States and the United Nations will heave a sigh of relief 
and go back to coordinating the new world order. 

And once again it is the Palestinians who must stand up for 
themselves in a world that has largely forgotten about their plight. If 
100 men had jumped at Israel’s offer, and abandoned their comrades 
in their barren, inhospitable open-air prison the issue would’ve died. 
But they’re hanging on to the hope that the world will still notice them. 
And that some of Israel’s abuses of human rights will be exposed at the 
same time.

One would suppose that the vast 
collection of Israel-haters at this 
university would have preferred an 
Israel Week whose theme was “this 
is our culture, this is our food, this 
is how we dance and, oh, by the 
way, we booted out 4 1 5 poor Pales- 
tinians last month and are now the 
enemy of all that is good and op- 
pressed and UN-smiled-upon.”Thc 
idiocy of condemning the Israel 
Week organizers for “ignoring the 
plight of the Palestinian deportees” 
needs no explanation here. But an 
examination of the deportation it- 
self evidently does. 

Thcreseernsto prevail somemild 
confusion as to who these poor, 
downtrodden deportees are. To 
continually refer to them as merely 
supporters or sympathizers of the 
Muslim fundamentalist group 
Hamas, unfortunately for the jour- 
nalists and commentators covering 
the Middle East who insist on iden- 
tifying them this way, falls a touch 
shy of reality. 

Whoever it was who shoved the 
What You Didn't Know About 
Hamas leaflets into last Monday’s 



Daily knows who they are. (These 
leaflets aroused a considerable 
amount of protest for what 
amounted to a list of facts that any- 
body who’s read their ABCs of 
Mid-East terror organizations 
knows are indisputable. Were the 
leaflets uncouth? Perhaps. Were 
they untrue? Not a chance). 

These 4 1 5 deportees are — let’s 
get this straight — high ranking 
members, organizers, and strate- 
gists of Hamas, an organization that 
is against the peace talks, devoted to 
the destruction of Israel, including 
those of six Israeli soldiers last year, 
and, for the above reasons, will not 
listen to diplomacy. Whatever one 
thinks of Shin Bet ( Israeli domestic 
intelligence), they aren’t incompe- 
tent — they know who they’re 
dealing with. 

So Israel kicked these religion- 
dizzy uncompromisingcut-throats 
out. Should they have been put in 
jail? I can hear the deafening ap- 
plause now. I also have visions of 
PBS specials on the oppression of 
Israeli detention camps. Lebanon 
won’t take them, and nobody seems 
to be asking them to — goodness, 
that would throw off the precarious 
social and political balance there. 



(We’d all much rather have them 
planning ways of killing Jews than 
being a demographic nuisance. But 
Israel’s natural right to deal with its 
criminal and seditious elements as 
a sovereign state is irrelevant. Israel 
broke international law. Israel is 
ignoring UN resolutions. Why does 
Israel defy that beloved, revered in- 
stitution, the UN?) 

Why does Israel seem to ignore 
and distrust an institution prima- 
rily comprised of undemocratic 
states with unelected leaders, Petro- 
bribedby the Arab world since 1973, 
from 1 967 to 1 990 scared into sub- 
mission by the Soviet Union, always 
ready to denounce any Israeli ac- 
tion — indudingrescuingits citizens 
from terrorists and hijackers — as 
“Zionist aggression”, which for 18 
years officially registered their na- 
tional philosophyas “racist”, which 
is consistently anti-Western, bent 
on denouncing anything that pro- 
motes democracy (election 
observers, condition-attached aid) 
as “imperialist", and has no moral 
authority without US backing any- 
how? 

Don’t ask the deportees. 
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TICAL CULT OPERATING IN MONTEmAL 
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it could happen to me, 
it could happen to anyone,” said 
McGill student Darren Becker, smil- 
ing at his use of a well known cliché. 
Becker described the subtle process 
by which he got involved in a reli- 
gious cult ailed The Church of 
Christ. 

“I’d just got back from a wild 
summer in Paris, and I was looking 
for some spirituality,” said Becker. 
But the indoctrination Becker ex- 
perienced when hebegan attending 
the Church of Christ bible studies 
never alerted him to the psycho- 
logial manipulation of which he 
now feels a victim. 

There are several branches of the 
Church of Christ. The Boston 
Church of Christ is a fanatial con- 
gregation that broke away from its 
fundamentalist counterparts in 
1 979. It has set up congregations in 
Toronto, and established itself in 
Montréal during the past summer. 
Becker got involved in the fanatial 
sectin September through histhen- 
girlfriend. 

Because an emotional attach- 
ment to his girlfriend, Becker was 
open to the Biblical teachings and 
church activities. Everyone in the 
church was very friendly when they 
met Becker, ailing him an “awe- 
some guy”. He decided to attend 
the six Bible studies that led to 
baptism and official membership. 

The six studies could be spread 
over any period. “You could decide 
your entire lifestyle and religion in 
sixdays orsix weeks, but they prefer 
tomoveasquicklyaspossible,”said 
Becker. 

“Who is Jesus7” 

T 

he first study Becker at- 
tended was ailed “Who is Jesus?”, 
and wasastraightforward “history” 
lesson. A member of the church 
took notes for Becker so he could 
study them at home. The material 
was interesting, and it seemed harm- 
less to continue attending the 
lessons. But by the fourth class, 
Becker’s family had begun to notice 
drastic changes in his personality. 

“I was always a bit of a ‘party 
gu/. A drinker and a smoker with a 
quicktemper.Suddenlymybrother, 




who I’m close to, realised I’d 
stopped drinking, was spending a 
lot of time in my room reading the 
Bible, and was aim all the time. 
These may soung like positive 
changes, but I was changing for the 
wrong reason - 1 was doing it for 
God, something I couldn’t sec, in- 
stead of for the people around me”. 

The fourth Bible study, called 
“Lights and Darkness", was the les- 
son during which Becker felt The 
Church of Christ accumulated the 
material it needed to pinpoint the 
weaknesses in his character and to 
use them against him. “The ‘Lights’ 
part was all positive, about all the 
nice things that would happen to 
you if you beame a child of God. 
The ‘Darkness’ part was something 
else. I found myself confessing all 
my past ‘sins’ - of drinking, my 
temper. You confess your wholelife 
and they write all of it down. If you 
don’t become baptised they say 
you’re going to hell, you’re lost”. 

Becker is Jewish, and he thinks 
he was deluged with attention bc- 
ause of how good it would have 
been for the church to be able to 
claima Jewish convert. “They would 
all me up at work and ask what I 
was doing Monday, Tuesday, 
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by Beatrice van Dijk 

Wednesday”. He described his 
paticipation in an “intense activ- 
ity”, during which the sins of church 
members were read aloud, and for 
every sin a nail was hammered into 
a piece of wood. “They were re- 
enacting the crucifixion", he said. 

Eventually Becker’s family be- 
cameso concerned by hisbehaviour 
that they contacted their rabbi to 
discuss it. The rabbi put them in 
touch with “Info-Cult”, a non- 
profit Montréal organization that 
provideshelptothosetryingtolcave 
cultish religious groups, as well as 
their family and friends. It was 
thanks to this organization that 
Becker realised he was in danger of 
becoming a cult member. 

Disturbing disciplers 

^^oberta Clair, of the McGill 
Chaplaincy, described some aspects 
of cultish groups that potential 
members should watch for: “If they 
start to demand money, if they have 
an ‘us against the world’ attitude, if 
they begin to restrict access to 
friends and family, if involvement 
affects you r work habits, you should 
be areful,” she said. 









The Church of Christ demands 
ten percent of the earnings of each 
member. Non-members are con- 
sidered doomed to hell and 
followers of Satan. Those who have 
been baptised are expected to spend 
all their free time recruiting con- 
verts. The most disturbing aspect of 
the group is that converts are as- 
signed a “discipler”, to whom they 
must confess all their sins and re- 
port all their activities. Often these 
“disciplers” counsel the convert to 
cut off ties to those who are not part 
of the church. Becker believes his 
ex-girlfriend hasbeen counseled not 
to talk to him. 

The Church has elicited strong 
criticism because of the way its 
members target university cam- 
puses for potential converts. Reports 
ofoverlyzealous evangelizing, verg- 
ing on harrassment, led officials at 
YorkandRyersontodenythegroup 
official campus status. The Boston 
Church of Christ has been banned 
from Northeastern University in 
Boston. Studentsin San Diego have 
been warned of cult recruitment to 
to the concerns of parents whose 
children became involved with the

-♦-•■clly Retre is a longstanding 
member of The Boston Church of 
Christ. He hasbeen involved at vari- 
ous levels for ten years and is now 
minister of the Montréal congrega- 
tion. “We have no dealings with 
McGill or with McGill students" he 
said. “P d be happy to share my 
perspective as minister of the 
Church, but I’m not interested in 
using the media as a forum for dis- 
cussing the Church with Darren”. 
“Obviously asa Jewish person learn- 
ing about the Messiah there were 
profound implications for him and 
his family,” he said. “In my ten 
years with the church I’ve gained 
purpose, confidence, and direc- 
tion,”. Petre said he did not 
understand why Becker felt the need 
to share his experience in the church 
with other students. 

But Becker feels the only way to 
counter the recruitment activities 
of such groups as The Church of 
Christ is through information. He 
feels he managed to separate his 
true self from the veneer of Bible- 
toting guilt The Church of Christ 
had painted him with, bcause of 
his readiness to question its teach- 
ings. “Members are not supposed 
to ask questions. Questions are for 
visitors”, Becker said. “It would be 
a shame to let everything I learned 
about the group go to waste. I would 
hate to think someone else had got 
drawn in by its sublety, and become 
a dropout from reality bcause no 
one warned them how the group 
operates”. 

Until recently The Boston 
Church of Christ was using rooms 
at Concordia for its Sunday serv- 
ices. Matti Terho, of the Concordia 
Chaplaincy, said the group will no 
longer be using space there. “We’re 
not ones to say ‘our way is better 
than your way’, but thereareenough 
worrying things about the group, 
what with the reports coming in 
from Vancouver and Toronto.” 

“It’s still hard for me to believe I 
was actually involved with The 
Church of Christ,” said Becker. He 
muststillbcwondering“whatwasa 
nice Jewish boy like me doing in a 
group like that?” 
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Montreal AIDS groups 
disagree over drug patent law

A fund-raising organisation for 
people with AIDS lias declared its 
support of Bill C-91, a bill that ex- 
tends patent protection to brand 
name drug manufacturers. But this 
support is not unanimous among 
AIDS activists. 

Jock Newman, presiden t of AI DS 
community care Montreal 
(ACCM), claims the new bill is 
good for persons with AIDS in 
Montréal. “The newdrugbill would 
be good for the drug industry, good 
for Montreal business, and good 
for AIDS patients here,” he said. 

Bill C-91 iscurrentlyunderstudy 
by the Senate. The bill proposes to 
increase the monopoly on patented 
drugs from ten years up to 20 years. 
The government claims the bill is 
necessary to integrate North Ameri- 
can drug patent regulations for the 
North American Free Trade 
Agrcement(NAFTA). 

Newman argues that the new 
bill will increase drug research and 
development. Currently, many 
AIDS patients are dependent on 
experimental drugs, and recieve 
them in clinical trials. 

“It is critical for AIDS stricken 
patients to have access to the most 
recent discoveries; hence to a cli- 
mate where clinical research is 
fostered locally,” said Newman in a 
press release. 

Newman claimed pharmaceuti- 
cal companies will choose to 
conduct their clinical trials in coun- 
tries with more sympathetic 
regulatory and drug patent laws, 
and that Bill C-91 would foster such 
a climate in Canada. 

“AIDS patientsdo not get a lot of 
drugs,” he said. “One docs not mind 
being a guinea pig if one has a ter- 
minal disease.” 

But other Montreal AIDS activ- 
ists do not share Newman’s views. 

Michael Hendricks of ACT-UP 



Wellcome 
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disagreed with N cwman.’The cost 
to the Canadian health care system 
for AIDS patients is huge." he said. 
“New drug patent legislation will 
increase costs.” 

The Canadian government es- 
timates that Bill C-91 will cost the 
health care system $129 million 
per year. The Canadian Drug 
Manufacturers Association claims 
the cost will be $4-7 billion for the 
next 17 years. Provincial govern- 
ments pay the full cost for AZT 
treatment. 

Hcndricksalso cited thecheaper 
price for generic AZT, manufac- 
tured by Apotex, as opposed to 
that sold by Burroughs- Wellcome, 
the company which patented it for 
use for AIDS patients. 

“If the new drug law was guar- 
anteed to increase research then it 
would be of interest," Hendricks 
said. "But there is no such guaran- 
tee in this bill," he added. 

Hendricks added that there are 
no guarantees about increases of 
clinical research in Canada. “It is 
easier to find a greater variety of 



people and infections for AIDS re- 
search in the United States,” 
Hendricks said. “There are a quar- 
ter of a million people who can be 
studied in the States as opposed to 
10 000 in Canada. ” 

Hendricks noted that much 
AIDS research is not profitable. 
“AIDS drugs have too small a mar- 
ket,” Hendricks said. 

Newman claimed that generic 
companies do little for AIDS pa- 
tients. “Generic prices are often just 
as high as brand name prices for 
AIDS drugs,” he said. 

“There is no reason to think 
brand name prices will get any 
higher,” he said. “They cannot get 
any higher.” 

The Patented Medicine Review 
Board is the government body for 
controlling the price of drugs. The 
Canadian DrugManufacturers’ As- 
sociation claims thisboard has been 
ineffectual in keeping prices down. 

“High entry prices have allowed 
foreign-owned multinational drug 
corporations to absorb lower price

Students may get stuck with the bill 

Athletics complex 
behind schedule

The university is short $1 1 mil- 
lion in funding for the new athletics 
complex, and students might be 
forced to fork over more money for 
the project. At a meeting last Thurs- 
day, Students’ Society councillors 
expressed concern about student 
contribution to the project. 

“Students keep paying, but we 
aren’t seeing any results,” said Jeff 
Pcrcival. 

Students have already contrib- 
uted $6 million, one third of the 
funding for the project, through a 
$ 1 5 levy built into Student Services 
fees. Phase one of the project, the 
new pool, is close to completion. 



But phase two may not begin until 
next year. The longer the project 
takes, the more students pay. 

Athletics director Robert 
Dubcau attributed the rising cost 
of the project to technical prob- 
lems in the construction of the 
pool and a conservative prelimi- 
nary estimate. He assured students 
that “everyone is working hard to 
get the money in” and ensure that 
phase two gets underway. 

But Percival noted that the uni- 
versity has other projects in mind 
which could replace the athletics 
complex as a funding priority. 

“The university wants a new 
engineeringbuilding,” said Perival. 
He said the university would have 



York U. won’t get Space U. 

TORONTO (CUP) — After a year of waiting, studentsand staff at 
York University in Toronto finally know they won’t be hosting 
International Space University. 

Many at York were opposed to Space U. because of its links to the 
American military and because it would charge a $25 000 tuition. 

“We thought the whole thing was wired to Toronto all along. I 
think we unravelled it," said David Noble, a York prof who fought 
Space U. “I think (the rejection) gives York University a new lease on 
life as an institution of higher learning.” 

But many others at York supported Space U. York president Susan 
Mann wasn’t sure why York, said to be the preferred location, was 
rejected. 

“All the rumours we had were that the Ontario bid was a really good 
one, well-financed and everything, and that it would likely go ahead. 
So it was a bit of a surprise.” 

The federal and Ontario governments had pledged millions of 
dollars for the project. 

“1 think it’s a crying shame,” said Martin Traub-Werner, a York 
student senator who worked to attract Space U. to York. “I think we 
missed out on a great opportunity.” 

Space U. will be located in Strasbourg, France.

Ottawa prof charged 

OTTAWA (CUP) — A University of Ottawa professor was arrested 
in his office last week and charged with 2 1 offenses ranging from rape 
to sexual abuse. The charges stemmed from his former job as chief 
psychologist at an Ontario training school for girls. 

Professor Robert Ross faces one charge of rape, seven counts of 
indecent assault, four counts of gross indecency, one of sexual inter- 
course with a female ward, and eight counts of breach of trust by a 
person in authority. 

Ross, 59, has been teaching criminology at the University ofOttawa 
since 1976, when the Grandview training school closed. 

Ross appeared in a Kitchener court last week, and was released on 
his own recognizance, with bail set at $100 000. He is to reappear in 
court in Kitchener March 10. 

The charges stemmed from a 20-month investigation by Ontario 
Provincial Police have been conducting into allegations from 64 
former inmates at the Grandview training school.

WINNIPEG (CUP) — The University of Manitoba expelled two 
students in December for distributing a sexually explicit and violent 
letter to women living in a university residence. 

The men were suspended because of a “secret friend" letter they 
wrote. “Secret friends” is a game where anonymous letters are sent 
between male and female students on a particular floor of the resi- 
dence. 

The letter, which led to the investigation, eviction and suspension 
of the students, contained sexually explicit descriptions of gang rape, 
sexual violence and torture. It was distributed in the residence last fall. 
The university launched an investigation after parents of one student 
in the residence alerted campus police. 

Jim Gardner, the university’s vice-president (academic) and Prov- 
ost of Student Affairs said the university doesnot tolerate the students’ 
behaviour. He said the punishment was not too harsh. 

“As part of the suspension, there were certain conditions that each 
of the students was presented with that would help them get back in," 
he says. 

The conditions imposed on the two men included consultation on 
attitudes towards violence towards women and sexuality. Gardner, 
said the university had to provide constructive advice to the two men 
to help change their attitudes. 

One student said she isn’t worried about safety at the residence and 
didn’t think the letter was harassing or threatening. 

“I thought (the incident) was way overblown. We get letters like 
that all the time. Every single year, it’s the same,” she said.

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Montreal AIDS groups 
disagree over drug patent law

A fund-raising organisation for 
people with AIDS has declared its 
support of Bill C-91, a bill that ex- 
tends patent protection to brand 
name drug manufacturers. But this 
support is not unanimous among 
AIDS activists. 

Jock Newman, presidentof AIDS 
community care Montreal 
(ACCM), claims the new bill is 
good for persons with AIDS in 
Montreal. "The newdrugbill would 
be good for the drug industry, good 
for Montreal business, and good 
for AIDS patients here," lie said. 

Bill C-91 iscurrently understudy 
by the Senate. T he bill proposes to 
increase the monopoly on patented 
drugs from ten years up to 20 years. 
The government claims the bill is 
necessary to integrate North Ameri- 
can drug patent regulations for the 
North American Free Trade 
Agrcement(NAFTA). 

Newman argues that the new 
bill will increase drug research and 
development. Currently, many 
AIDS patients arc dependent on 
experimental drugs, and recieve 
them in clinical trials. 

“It is critical for AIDS stricken 
patients to have access to the most 
recent discoveries; hence to a cli- 
mate where clinical research is 
fostered locally,” said Newman in a 
press release. 

Newman claimed pharmaceuti- 
cal companies will choose to 
conduct their clinical trials in coun- 
tries with more sympathetic 
regulatory and drug patent laws, 
and that Bill C-9 1 would foster such 
a climate in Canada. 

“AIDS paticntsdonotgctalotof 
drugs,” hcsaid/'Oncdocsnot mind 
being a guinea pig if one has a ter- 
minal disease.” 

But other Montreal AIDS activ- 
ists do not share Newman's views. 

Michael Hendricks of ACT-UP 
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disagreed with Newman. “The cost 
to the Canadian health care system 
for AI DS patients is huge.” he said. 
“New drug patent legislation will 
increase costs.” 

The Canadian government es- 
timates that Bill C-91 will cost the 
health care system $129 million 
per year. The Canadian Drug 
Manufacturers Association claims 
the cost will be S4-7 billion for the 
next 17 years. Provincial govern- 
ments pay the full cost for AZT 
treatment. 

Hendricks also cited the cheaper 
price for generic AZT, manufac- 
tured by Apotex, as opposed to 
that sold by Burroughs- Wellcome, 
the company which patented it for 
use for AIDS patients. 

“If the new drug law was guar- 
anteed to increase research then it 
would be of interest," Hendricks 
said. “But there is no such guaran- 
tee in this bill,” he added. 

Hendricks added that there are 
no guarantees about increases of 
clinical research in Canada. “It is 
easier to find a greater variety of 



people and infections for AIDS re- 
search in the United States,” 
Hendricks said. “There are a quar- 
ter of a million people who can be 
studied in the States as opposed to 
10 000 in Canada.” 

Hendricks noted that much 
AIDS research is not profitable. 
"AIDS drugs have too small a mar- 
ket,” Hendricks said. 

Newman claimed that generic 
companies do little for AIDS pa- 
tients. “Generic prices are often just 
as high as brand name prices for 
AIDS drugs,” he said. 

“There is no reason to think 
brand name prices will get any 
higher,” lie said. “They cannot get 
any higher." 

The Patented Medicine Review 
Board is the government body for 
controlling the price of drugs. The 
Canadian DrugManufacturers' As- 
sociation daimsthisboardhasbecn 
ineffectual in keeping prices down. 

"High entry prices have allowed 
foreign-owned multinational drug 
corporations to absorb lower price

Students may get stuck with the bill 

Athletics complex 
behind schedule

The university is short SI 1 mil- 
lion in funding for the ncwathletics 

complex, and students might be 
forced to fork over more money for 
the proj ect. At a meeting last Thurs- 
day, Students’ Society councillors 
expressed concern about student 
contribution to the project. 

“Students keep paying, but we 
aren’t seeing any results,” said Jeff 
Percival. 

Students have already contrib- 
uted 56 million, one third of the 
funding for the project, through a 
$ 1 5 levy built into Student Services 
fees. Phase one of the project, the 
new pool, is close to completion. 



But phase two may not begin until 
next year. The longer the project 
takes, the more students pay. 

Athletics director Robert 
Dubcau attributed the rising cost 
of the project to technical prob- 
lems in the construction of the 
pool and a conservative prelimi- 
nary estimate. He assured students 
that “everyone is working hard to 
get the money in" and ensure that 
phase two gets underway. 

But Percival noted that the uni- 
versity has other projects in mind 
which could replace the athletics 
complex as a funding priority. 

“The university wants a new 
cnginccringbuilding,” said Peri val. 
He said the university would have 



to lobby the government aggres- 
sively to get the money needed for 
the completion of the project. 

The $ 1 8 million collected for the 
project was generated from three 
sources. Private sector donations 
accounted for $7 million, provin- 
cial grantsaccounted for $5 million, 
and the remaining $6 million came 
from students. The university had 
originally predicted that the project 
would cost $ 1 5 million, but the lat- 
est figure is $29 million. 

Dubeau emphasised the impor- 
tance of the students in the funding 
process. 

“Students should be proud of 
their contribution,” he said. 

Some councillors complained 
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York U. won’t get Space U. 

TORONTO (CUP) — After a year of waiting, students and staff at 
York University in Toronto finally know they won’t be hosting 
International Space University. 

Many at York were opposed to Space U. because of its links to the 
American military and because it would charge a $25 000 tuition. 

"We thought the whole thing was wired to Toronto all along. I 
think we unravelled it,” said David Noble, a York prof who fought 

I gnace U. “I think (the rejection) gives York University a new lease on 
e as an institution of higher learning.” 

But many others at York supported Space U. York president Susan 
latin wasn’t sure why York, said to be the preferred location, was 
jeeted. 

“All the rumours we had were that the Ontario bid wasa really good 
tie, well-financed and everything, and that it would likely go ahead, 
a it was a bit of a surprise.” 

The federal and Ontario governments had pledged millions of 
ollars for the project. 

“I think it’s a crying shame,” said Martin Traub-Werner, a York 
udent senator who worked to attract Space U. to York. “I think we 
lissed out on a great opportunity." 

Space U. will be located in Strasbourg, France.

Ottawa prof charged 

OTTAWA (CUP) — A Uni versity of Ottawa professor was arrested 
ii his office last week and charged with 2 1 offenses ranging from rape 
o sexual abuse. The charges stemmed from his former job as chief 
isychologist at an Ontario training school for girls. 

Professor Robert Ross faces one charge of rape, seven counts of 
ndeccnt assault, four counts of gross indecency, one of sexual inter- 
:ourse with a female ward, and eight counts of breach of trust by a 
jerson in authority. 

Ross,59,hasbeenteachingcriminologyattheUniversityofOttawa 
;incc 1976, when the Grandview training school closed. 

Ross appeared in a Kitchener court last week, and was released on 
lis own recognizance, with bail set at $100 000. He is to reappear in 
:ourt in Kitchener March 10. 

The charges stemmed from a 20-month investigation by Ontario 
Provincial Police have been conducting into allegations from 64 
former inmates at the Grandview training school.

Obscene letter writers 
suspended 

WINNIPEG (CUP) — The University of Manitoba expelled two 
students in December for distributing a sexually explicit and violent 
letter to women living in a university residence. 

The men were suspended because of a “secret friend letter they 
wrote. "Secret friends” is a game where anonymous letters are sent 
between male and female students on a particular floor of the resi- 
dence. 

The letter, which led to the investigation, eviction and suspension 
of the students, contained sexually explicit descriptions of gang rape, 
sexual violence and torture. It was distributed in the residence last fall. 
The university launched an investigation after parents of one student 
in the residence alerted campus police. 

Jim Gardner, the university’s vice-president (academic) and Prov- 
ost of Student Affairs said the university does not tolerate the students’ 
behaviour. He said the punishment was not too harsh. 

“As part of the suspension, there were certain conditions that each 
of the students was presented with that would help them get back in,” 
he says. 

The conditions imposed on the two men included consultation on 
attitudes towards violence towards women and sexuality. Gardner, 
said the university had to provide constructive advice to the two men 
to help change their attitudes. 

One student said she isn’t worried about safety at the residence and 
didn’t think the letter was harassing or threatening. 

“I thought (the incident) was way overblown. We get letters like 
that all the time. Every single year, it’s the same,” she said.
